In an attem pt to reduce the state’s annual trattic 
death toll, the Ohio D epartm ent of Transportation 
plans to install special reflectors along sections of 
accident-plagued roadway. 
Several sections of F ayette County roadw ay are 
scheduled to receive the high-intensity reflectors in­ 
cluding an S-curve just north of W ashington C.H. on 
Ohio 41-N which has been the site of three fatal ac­ 
cidents in the past nine months. 
The reflectors will be placed in the pavem ent along 
both sides of the road and down the center line. 
Automobile headlights will reflect off the pavem ent 
and outline the roadw ay for m otorists. 
According to Jam es Smith, a traffic control engineer 
for the Ohio D epartm ent of Transportation district 
headquarters in D elaw are, the reflectors will reduce 
the hazards of night driving. H ie sections of roadway 
selected for the reflectors w ere reportedly the sites of 
at least two night traffic accidents in recent months. 
Besides the dangerous section of Ohio 41 north of the 
Washington C.H. city lim its, reflectors will be installed 
at curves on Ohio 41-S near the Highland County line 
and on parts of U.S. 35. The reflectors will also be 
placed at the intersections of Ohio 41-S and U.S. 35, and 
U.S. 22 at U.S. 35. These intersections were selected, 
because the Ohio D epartm ent of Transportation felt 
the new concept “ would serve a useful purpose.” 
The reflectors are part of the “ Highway Life Lights” 
program announced by Ohio Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes 
earlier this year. When the project is com pleted this 
sum m er parts of 14,000 m iles of rural highways will be 
m arked for night driving. 
In Fayette and Pickaw ay counties $29,000 will be 
spent on the project. Contracts for the reflectors, 


which reportedly cannot be dam aged by snowplows, 
will be opened for bids by July. 
Although the reflectors will give m otorists a better 
nighttim e outline of roadways, their ability to reduce 
accidents at curves such as the one north of 
W ashington C.H. are suspect. 
Of the three fatal accidents on the curve in past 
months, two occurred in daylight hours. In a 12-hour 
period last June, five people were killed on the curve. 
One died in a night accident and four in a m ishap 
shortly before 12 noon. The m ost recent fatality oc­ 
curred last Saturday, shortly before 7 a.m . 
Fayette County Sheriff Donald L. Thompson feels 
speed, not th6 curves or the iack of daylight, was the 
main reason for the three fatalities. 
“ Excessive speed caused all the accidents,” Sheriff 
Thompson said. “ They w ere driving too fast on the 
curves.” 


He added that straightening the road would help but 
so would obeying the speed lim it. The curves are 
m arked for 40 m iles per hour and the m axim um speed 
lim it on straight stretches of Ohio 41 is 50 m iles per 
hour. 
If straightening the road or reducing the speed are 
the only two alternatives to reduce the accidents, area 
m otorists better drive slower. There a re no plans to 
elim inate the curves, according to the Ohio D epart­ 
m ent of Transportation. 
“ There are no plans right now,” Smith said. “ It (the 
S-curve) does not appear on the five-year tran­ 
sportation im provem ent plan.” He added that if the 
section of roadw ay continues to be hazard, federal 
funds m ight be allocated to elim inate the curves. 


Nursing home reform stirs solons 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Nursing 
home reform , an issue that plagued the 
previous session of the legislature, has 
boiled over again in the young 112th 
General Assembly, with the apparent 
failure of a fledgling investigative 
panel 
During the course of the longest 
session of the y ear—more than 2 4 
hours—the House voted 80-14 Wed­ 
nesday to abolish the Nursing Home 
Advisory Commission and create a new 
all-legislative panel 
House m em bers also approved 88-8 
creation of another legislative com ­ 
m ittee to inspect state and local prison 
facilities, and action was completed on 
a bill to regulate rent referral agents. 
Eighteen roll call votes were taken 
before representatives adjourned the 
session. 
The two com m ittee bills were sent to 
the Senate. Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes will 
get the rental agent m easure to sign, or 
veto. 
The governor vetoed the original bill 
establishing a nursing home com ­ 
mission and Rep. Dennis Wojtanowski, 
D-74 
Chesterland. 
acknowledged: 
“Today, we are here again bipartisanly 
to say we made a m istake.” 
Legislators overrode Rhodes' veto 
more than a year ago. But the governor 
orchestrated the first meeting and 
commission chairm an. Rep. William L 
Mallory, D-23 Cincinnati, walked out. 
The commission has met only once 
this year and has yet to adopt a budget 
or hire a staff 
“It breathes new life into the hope for 
nursing home reform in the sta te ,” 
Wojtanowski, sponsor of the repealer 
said. 
“We’ve all heard the horror 
stories.” In his own north central Ohio 
district, he said, one home had at 
tem pted 
to 
transfer 
a 
92-year-old 
woman during the height of the winter 
cold wave. 
“ The elderly are being shuffled about 
without rhym e or reason.” the 36-year- 
old law m aker asserted. 
Wojtanowski and other supporters 
think eight legislators, owing their 
postions to the electorate, can do a 
better job than the diversified interests

Having lost her seat in P arliam ent in 
the election, Mrs. Gandhi becam e a 
private citizen. However, her successor 
as the Congress leader in Parliam ent, 
Y B Chavan. said she would continue 
to take a leading part in the party. 
Acting President B D. Jatti swore in 
Desai as head of the new governm ent 
three hours after the m em bers of the 
new 
Parliam ent 
from 
his 
party 
unanimously approved him as their 
leader. 
"The people have high hopes and the 
governm ent will try to fulfill them ," 
said Desai. “This has been a non 
violent, new revolution by the Indian 
people.” 
He was chosen prim e m inister by the 
spiritual leader of the anti Gandhi 
opposition, Jayaprakash N arayan. who 
canvassed the m em bers of the new 
Parliam ent from the Janata and two 
allied 
parties, 
the 
Congress 
for 
Democracy and a regional Sikh party. 
The 
Janata 
has 
270 
seats, 
the 
Congress for Democracy 28 and the 
Sikh party eight in the 542-seat lower 
house of Parliam ent. 
D esai’s only opponent for the post 
was Jagjivan Ram , 68, head of the 


Congress for Democracy. Both men are 
form er Congress party leaders who 
broke with Mrs Gandhi 
Desai eight 
years ago and Ram last month. 
When the choice was m ade known, 
most of the legislators from the ruling 
coalition met in the central hall of 
Parliam ent and unanimously adopted a 
resolution declaring Desai their leader. 


Neither Ram nor his chief deputy, 
H.N Bahuguna. were in the hall for the 
endorsem ent 
But informed sources 
said the Congress 
for 
Democracy 
would support the Janata government 
in Parliam ent although it would not 
merge with the larger party. 


As a Congress party leader, Desai 
tried three tim es before for the prim e 
ministership and twice was defeated or 
outm aneuvered by Mrs. Gandhi 
In 
1969, he and other conservatives lost a 
leadership fight with her and formed 
the Opposition Congress party. 


Desai s past perform ance in state 
and national governm ent indicates that 
he will be a fiscally conservative prim e 
m inister emphasizing efficiency and 
honesty in governm ent. 


Restoration of local 
water service looms

Although spring is officially here, 
winter rem ained a topic of discussion 
at Wednesday night’s Washington C H. 
City Council meeting. Council m em ­ 
bers spent a considerable amount of 
tim e 
reflecting 
on 
a 
number 
of 
w eather-related problems still facing 
the city. 
Frozen w ater lines, which plagued 
m any Washington C.H. residents this 
past 
winter, 
were 
granted 
some 
discussion time. 
City Council C h airm an 
B ertha 
McCullough reported that by the end of 
this week all city residents should have 
regained w ater service. She noted that 
a week ago there were 28 residents 
without w ater and this week there were 
as few as five homes without w ater 
Mrs. McCullough added that she 
received many telephone calls from 
concerned citizens about the water 
service problem, and she took it upon 
herself to check into the local Ohio 
W ater Service Co. 
“They (the w ater company) were 
doing 
what 
they 
could 
with 
the 
equipm ent 
they 
have,” 
Mrs. 
McCullough reported, adding that it 
took a full day to repair a frozen or 
broken w ater main. 
She stated that officials of the local 
w ater company were unaw are that 
some residents did not have water 
service for a long period of time. After 
receiving initial contact about a frozen 
or broken w ater line, the company did 
not hear from many residents again 
Mrs. McCullough said the w ater 
company thought such residents had 
sought a private contractor to do the 
work preventing the wait for water 
company 
service 
crews 
to 
make 
repairs. 
City Solicitor Gary D. Smith told City 
Council that he checked into the water 
com pany's tariffs, which are on file 
with the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio. He confirmed that city property 
owners own the w ater line from the 
main to the house 
He called the 
arrangem ent unusual, saying that most 
residents of other cities own the line 
from the m eter to the house. 
Council m em ber John Morris said he 
felt “people should have had guidance” 
during the crisis. He suggested the use 
of advertisem ents sim ilar to the ones 
issued bv the Dayton Power and Light 
Co. explaining the problem. 
Mrs. McCullough said she questioned 
the w ater company on that point, but 
officials “were dubious to put in­ 


formation in the paper for fear of how it 
would be ru n .” She added that she 
suggested 
the 
use 
of 
paid 
ad­ 
vertisem ents. “That way it would run 
exactly like it was w ritten,” she said 
In connection with the winter water 
problem, City M anager George H. 
Shapter mentioned a letter Council 
received from State Sen. John 
K. 
Mahoney of Springfield concerning 
federal funds for w ater system repairs. 
The letter stated that the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency has over $1 
million to be used for repairing w ater 
system s dam aged this past winter. 
Shapter said the federal funds would 
probably only be used for city-owned 
w ater system s in the state. He added 
that he would investigate the m atter. 
The city’s street system was also 
dam aged this winter and Shapter said 
there is not enough money in the city 
treasury to resolve all the problems 
He added that the unusually cold 
winter was very hard on the streets. 
Due to a lack of funds, a priority list 
will be m ade of streets needing the 
most repairs. 
City 
Street 
Superintendent 
Bill 
Duncan and City Inspector Glenn L. 
Tatm an are completing a survey of the 
street dam age. They have m arked on a 
city map the problem areas. 
Shapter said he would subm it the 


m ap to the Bird and Bull, Ltd. con­ 
sulting firm , which is working on the 
proposed city sewer system . The firm 
will then tell Council which streets 
enter into the sewer project. Those 
streets which will be excavated to 
install the sewer system will then be 
placed low on the street repair priority 
list. 
The cold winter was also hard on the 
city ’s 
snow 
rem oval 
equipment. 
Council proposed several months ago to 
purchase two dump trucks to be used 
by the city street departm ent. The bids 
have been received on the trucks. 
Council accepted the low bid of 
$19,399 from Carroll Halliday, Inc., for 
the two trucks. The bid included a 
$1,001 trade-in value on two used city 
trucks. 
Slightly higher bids were received 
from Ron F arm er’s Auto Superm arket 
and the Truck and Tractor Center 
In

In a stinging defeat for organized 
labor 
and 
the 
House 
Democratic 
leadership, the common situs picketing 
bill went down to a surprise defeat 
Wednesday night on a 217 to 205 vote. 
Although it directly affected only the 
building trades, the vote was the first 
test of organized labor’s strength in the 
new and heavily D em ocratic Congress. 
The bill’s prim e sponsor, Rep. Frank 
Thompson Jr., D N.J., said the vote 
killed the legislation for the foreseeable 
future. He also said the outcome bodes 
ill for labor's cam paign against right- 
to-work laws. 
Conservatives and business lobbied 
intensively against the bill, which 
would have allowed a union to shut 
down an entire construction site in a 
dispute with only one subcontractor. 


House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill 
said he had never seen organizations 
lobby as hard as the picketing bill’s 
opponents. 
Before 
the 
vote, 
a 
pessim istic O’Neill chided labor for not 
mounting an effective drive to m uster 
support for the bill 
The House passed a sim ilar bill in 
1975, 229 to 189. It w as vetoed in 
January 1976 by then President Gerald 
R. Ford. 
"When you get careless along the 
line, the train goes off the track ,” 
O’Neill said. Despite the speaker’s 
efforts to keep D em ocrats in line, 88 
voted with 129 Republicans against the 
bill. Only 14 Republicans voted for it. 
The m ajority was fashioned out of a 
coalition of Republicans and southern 
D em ocrats, including all nine from 
President 
C arter’s 
home 
state 
of 
Georgia. 
C arter, who won with overwhelming 
labor support in a narrow contest 
against Ford last fall, stayed out of the 
fray.

Rhodes gas 
solution 
hits snag 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A Federal 
Power Commission ruling that Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes is relying on as a 
precedent for his plan to transm it Ohio 
self-help 
gas 
through 
federally 
regulated pipelines may not apply. 
The FPC formally refuses to com ­ 
ment on the plan but it points out that 
the Colorado case Rhodes is banking on 
is not identical to the Ohio plan. 
Rhodes has m anaged to extract a 
prom ise from Columbia Gas System 
Inc., parent to Columbia Gas of Ohio, 
that 
the 
conglom erate 
will 
carry 
so-called self-help gas in its interstate 
pipelines. 
Those 
lines 
traditionally 
are 
reserved for gas com m itted to the 
interstate m arket. The FPC controls 
the m ovem ent and price of that gas. 
Interstate gas now costs about $1.44 per 
1,000 cubic feet. The Ohio self-help gas 
would bring between $2 and $2.25 for 
the sam e quantity. 
The self-help concept is a push by 
Rhodes 
to 
encourage 
independent 
drillers to develop Ohio gas wells on the 
assurance that the gas could be sold at 
the unregulated, higher price and in 
Ohio only. 
There now are several self-help wells 
owned by industries but there was a 
problem last winter in getting the gas 
from the well to the industry. 
The Rhodes plan, agreed to by 
Columbia, will solve some of those 
problems. 
But

FPC 
spokesman 
in 
Washington said that the Colorado case 
allowed intrastate (unregulated) gas to

in

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Fear of crime most pervasive in New York City's Bronx 


Editor’s Note: Crime in the nation’s 
cities has created a life of fear for 
many old people. Nowhere is the fear 
more pervasive than in New York 
City’s Bronx where a wave of brutal 
assaults on the elderly has focused 
attention on a problem that exists in 
many urban areas. This is the first of 
three stories on crime and the elderly

NEW YORK (AP) — Bessie is so 
frightened she lives on tranquillizers. 
Clara is so scared she sleeps on a 
hallway cot near her front door — for a 
fast getaway. 
Ralph is so fearful that he pays ex­ 
tortion money. 
Hans and Emma hanged themselves 
because they wouldn’t live another day 
in fear. 
Bessie. Clara and Ralph. All of them 
old; all of them afraid of crime. 
So they flee the streets at dusk, 
barricade themselves behind 
their 
doors and don’t come out until the sun 
is high. 
Out of place, out of step, out of time, 
many urban elderly are prisoners in 
their homes, foreigners in the neigh­ 
borhoods they settled, old people in a 
young and threatening world. 
Out of fear, they break the patterns 
that give meaning to their lives. Gone 
are the soft sociable afternoons on park 
benches; the park has become a war 
zone. 
They forego visits to children and 
grandchildren. They won’t see doctors. 
They stop going to religious services. 
“Crime leads to an unbelievable 
deprivation and reduction in the quality 
of life of older people who already have 
problems of fixed income, poor health, 
loss of loved ones and of their own role 
in life,’’ says George Sunderland, 
coordinator of the Crime Prevention 
Program of the American Association 
of Retired Persons. 
"An older person’s sense of self can 
be very fragile, and crime is an in­ 
vasion of that self. People die a little,” 
says Alice M. Brophy, commissioner 
for the aging in New York City. 
About 22 million Americans are over 


65. Many live in cities where crime is 
high. 
There are no comprehensive national 
statistics on crimes against the elderly. 
Police say that that nationwide, senior 
citizens are victimized less than the 
general public. 
But in terms of purse snatch, robbery 
and assault, especially in cities, they 
are a disproportionately large victim 
group. 
The 
Midwest 
Research 
Institute 
found, for example, that persons over 
60 living in certain neighborhoods of 
Kansas City, Mo., can be IO times more 
vulnerable to crime than younger 
persons in safer neighborhoods. 
Most elderly victims are women, 
most are alone, most are attacked 
during the day in or near their homes. 
Most are poor and live on fixed in­ 
comes. Younger victims can recoup 
losses through earnings; the elderly 
often cannot. Their savings often are 
the only 
thing 
keeping 
them 
in­ 
dependent of their children and out of 
nursing homes. They are also highly 
vulnerable to attack, less able to defend 
themselves and more likely to suffer 
serious and lasting injury, or death. 
Every mugging, say police, is a 
potential murder. 
Many old people also live alone and 
have few people to rely upon. 
They often live in changing neigh­ 
borhoods, where unemployed youths 
prey upon the core of elderly who 
cannot afford to move away. 
All this makes the urban elderly a 
prime and easy target: Unable to 
resist, unable to identify their at­ 
tackers and often unwilling to report 
crimes or press charges. 
For this reason crimes against the 
elderly are called “crib jobs”—robbing 
an old person is like taking candy from 
a baby. 
Everywhere, the elderly are being 
victimized: in the South Beach section 
of Miami Beach; in the 3rd, 4th and 5th 
wards of Houston; in the downtown 
area of San Diego. 
But nowhere are the assaults more 
numerous or the fear more pervasive 


Witness says Leach dangerous

Mara Louise Hoffman, the first 
hostage to see Leach, told the court 
Wednesday he fired his pistol at a light 
fixturein a fit of rage and said he might 
send a body down an elevator “to show 
police he meant business." 
Defense cross-examination of Miss 
Hoffman was to open the ninth day of 
trial todav. 
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Leach 
muttered 
“that’s 
a 
lie” 
several times during Miss Hoffman’s 
testimony, once drawing an objection 
from the prosecution. As his own 
co-counselor, he said he plans to cross­ 
examine witnesses 
Miss Hoffman said she “heard the 
gun hit the bone" when Leach allegedly 
hit another captive with his pistol. She 
described how Leach herded the 13 
hostages into a small file room and 
brandished a sawed off shotgun and 
pistol at them. 
Her vo|9e cracked as she told the 
court how police officers pulled her 
away from the site of the siege when 
she went to deliver a message. 
Leach, a former Chessie employe 
and Marine medic in Vietnam, said he 
struck 
out 
against 
“policy...not 
people." Miss Hoffman said one of his 
first statements to hef was that he 
“wanted 
to 
see 
the 
(Chessie) 
president...to change some policies."

than in New York City’s Bronx. 
Hans 
and 
Emma 
Kabel 
killed 
themselves last October in their Bronx 
apartment where they had lived 50 
years. Their home had been invaded 
and robbed twice and they had been 
attacked. 
Finally, they laid out their funeral 
clothes, penned a note saying they 
could no longer live in fear and hanged 
themselves. 
The kind of violence that drove the 
Kabels to suicide is reflected in the 
city’s crime figures. New York’s latest 
statistics on crime and the elderly 


showed there were 3,208 muggings of 
people over 60 last year — a 16 per cent 
increase 
over 
1975. 
The 
elderly 
represent 21 per of all purse snatching 
victims, 27 per cent of all pocketbook 
robberies (where force, fear or weapon 
is used) and 27 per cent of all stickups 
in apartments. The elderly comprise 
only 
about 
17 per 
of the 
city’s 
population. 
The Kabels’ solution to their worries 
about such statistics and their real life 
experiences was extreme, but fear 
forces many elderly in the Bronx to 
take extreme measures. It frequently 


drives old people into lives of isolation. 
It drives still others to pay out their 
life’s earnings for a feeble assurance of 
safety. 
Police tell of one 75-year-old woman 
in the Bronx — let’s call her Mary — 
who was so frightened after she was 
mugged that she never left her apart­ 
ment. Her life shriveled 
Mary never carried out the garbage. 
So it piled up, and room by room was 
filled with refuse. Room by room was 
sealed off, as her life got smaller and 
smaller. 
Nor would Mary venture out for food 


She threw money out the window to 
kids who bought her candy bars. They, 
too, ripped her off, charging her double 
for candy. 
Police learned of Mary when, letting 
down her guard, she was mugged as 
she mailed a letter. 
The police tell of an elderly man — 
call him Ralph — one of the few elderly 
people of means, who thought money 
could insulate him. So he paid two 
brothers $1,000 in extortion money to 
protect him from the predators in his 
Bronx neighborhood. He was mugged 
anyway.

Pension fund laxity 


One way of looking at the ad­ 
ministration of union pension plans 
is to see this as essentially the joint 
business of management and labor, 
to be conducted with minimal out­ 
side 
interference. 
A 
more 
enlightened view is that, with the 
ultimate welfare of millions of 
American citizens 
involved, 
the 
government has a positive obligation 
to assure that pension funds are 
scrupulously administered in their 
behalf. 
The 
scandal 
surrounding 
the 
Central States Pension Fund of the 
Teamsters 
union 
is 
a 
sharp 
reminder of the need for such 
regulation. That need has not been 
adequately met A timely report by 
the Twentieth Century Fund cites 
the Teamster case to underscore 
that point. 


The case does so in dramatic 
fashion. "Although allegations of 
abuse (in the Teamster pension 
fund) have existed since the late 
1950s," the report tells us. "it was 
not until the fall of 1975 that the 
executive 
branch 
undertook 
a 
thorough 
and 
far-ranging 
in­ 
vestigation." This has now belatedly 
resulted in an arrangement whereby 
Teamster officials have agreed to 
relinquish control, and there is talk 
in Congress of placing the fund in 
receivership. 


The reason for the government's 
heel-dragging on regulation is no 
mystery While joint employer-union 
management of pension funds is 
required under the Taft-Hartley Act, 
control has generally gravitated to 
the unions. As to this the Twentieth 


Century Fund report comments: 
"With labor unions wielding im­ 
mense 
political 
power, 
federal 
regulation of their pension activities 
has remained weak." It adds that 
"Union pension funds are something 
of a hot potato in the legislative and 
executive 
branches 
of 
govern­ 
ment. . 


Hot 
potato 
or 
not, 
stricter 
guidelines - and enforcement of 
them - should be instituted. Most 
union 
pension 
funds 
are 
fairly 
managed, but as the Teamster case 
shows there are notable exceptions. 
The vested rights of millions of 
workers 
in 
funds 
totaling 
an 
estimated 35 billion dollars are in­ 
volved. 
The 
government 
should 
move to give those rights greater 
protection.

the right to participate in a broad- 
based regime. 
However, in practice this involved a 
willingness to muffle the PCI militants, 
particularly 
in 
the 
huge 
labor 
federation, the Communist-dominated 
CGIL. And also to put a lid on juvenile 
enthusiasts, 
always 
prepared 
to 
denounce a sell-out to the capitalists. In 
term s of practical politics, Berlinguer, 
to prove the POI was now a trustworthy 
democratic party and to win further 
support among the Italian electorate as 
a whole (last year the PCI got 34 per 
cent of the vote), chose to risk losing 
support within the PCL 
Well Berlinguer had a bad month. 
Whether he is sincere in his conversion 
to the democratic way of life or not, he 
is caught between a rock and a hard 
place. First, the Soviets rallied the 
faithful 
and 
blasted 
"Eurocom­ 
munism" 
as 
plain, 
old-fashioned 
heresay. Even if the PCI chief secretly 
agrees, he can’t come out and say so: 
his whole game plan would be blown 
sky high. Then, at a meeting with the 
Spanish 
and 
French 
Communist 
leaders, Santiago Carillo and Georges 
Marchais, Berlinguer notably toned 
down his criticism of Soviet and East 
European violations of human rights. 
There 
have 
been 
various 
ex­ 
planations for this shift, but the sim­ 
plest makes the most sense. Boris 
Ponomarev, the Politburo’s man on the 
Eurocommunism caper, has probably 
threatened to cut the PCI’s vast sub- 
' sidy from Moscow and inspire internal 
opposition to Berlinguer. It becomes 
more evident every day that the Soviet 
leadership is climbing the wall over the 
human rights issue: internally docile 
Rumania was actually shaken by two 
earthquakes, the first a human rights 
protest against the Stalinist regime. 
Who knows, even the Bulgarians might 
turn on. 
In short, Comrade Boris was told to 
throttle those 
Italian 
tenors. 
This 
message came at an ideal time from 
the viewpoint of the PCI’s hardliners, 
particularly in the CGIL. To repeat the 
analogy 
employed 
in 
my 
earlier 
column, they found themselves in the 
same trap the French Communists 
landed in during the 1930s Popular 
Front period. The workers want more 
pay; 
“responsibility” 
dictates 
unemployment to counter inflation. 
How 
can 
a 
spokesman 
for 
the 
proletariat go before his constituents 
and say, “Comrades, in the interest of 
Eurocommunism 
and 
the 
historic 
position of your Party, 20 per cent of 
you are fired"? 
The leaders of the CGIL — a well- 
disciplined cadre 
have been trying 
to escape from this cul-de-sac, but they 
are unhappy. What has occurred was 
predictable — to them as to me: 
Trotskyists, Maoites and other “in­ 
tellectual scum" (to use a standard 
term of endearment) have flanked 
them on the left, demanding higher 
wages and screaming, “To hell with 
responsibility! Up the Revolution!" 
The Italian worker, whose average real 
pay is below the American poverty line, 
is understandably attracted. His im­ 
mediate interest is pasta today, not 
chicken cacciatore in the sky. 
To throw in one more variable, the 
Parliam entary 
representatives 
are 
equally upset. Following the tradition 
set by Palmiro Togliatti, the PCI line is 
to hunt where the ducks are, that is, 
work out a coalition with the big 
Christian Democrats (35 per cent of the 
vote), not that rag, tag and bobtail 
collection 
of 
Socialists, 
Social 
Democrats, Republicans and Liberals 
who occupy the center. Berlinguer 
must be tempted by authentic heresy: 
either psychiatric treatment 
or a 
monastic vocation. 
For months everybody has been 
watching everybody else uneasily, 
waiting for a sign. How many seconds 
were left on that grenade? Not many: it 
exploded the first week in March at the 
University of Rome, normally a PCI 
bastion. The students were on strike 
and CGIL leader Luciano Lama ap­ 
peared to convey to them the best 
wishes and solidarity of the workers. 
He didn't get beyond his first sentence: 
the "intellectual scum” shrieked him 
down and then began throwing Molotov 
cocktails, paving stones and similar 
fraternal items. 
It ended with the ultimate indignity: 
Lama, the leader of the working class, 
was extricated by the riot police — 
notorious enemies of progress. But the 
bigger 
problem, 
which 
has 
some 
Christian Democrats laughing over 
their Valpolicella. is how the PCI can 
exticate itself from its de facto alliance 
with the DCP without repudiating the 
democratic program that brought it so 
close to power? 


Important federal job: 
Califano's cook 


WASHINGTON (AP) - There’s a 
new job in the Department of Health, 
Education 
and Welfare that pays 
$12,763 a year and sounds pretty im­ 
portant. 
"The nature of the 
assignment 
requires 
a 
continuing 
dayto-day 
association with the secretary and 
other 
high-level executives 
during 
high-level policy discussions involving 
plans and objectives,’’ the official job 
description says. 
But in plain language, he is Secretary 
Joseph A. Califano J r.’s personal cook. 
The holder of the newly coined title of 
Personal Assistant to the Secretary 
(Special Activities) is Wiley Barnes, 
who recently retired from the U.S. 
Marine Corps where he managed the 
personal quarters of the commandant 
The job description that appeared 
recently in the Federal Register never 
came right out and said Barnes cooks 
Califano's lunch. It said he managed 
"the 
food 
supply 
service 
of 
the 
secretary's dining room." 
It also said that the job demands “the 
utmost in personal discretion .... the 
nature of some of the incumbent’s 
duties requires personal participation 


with the ongoing special activities and 
programs, thereby necessitating the 
need for an extremely confidential 
relationship with the secretary.” 
"He does much more than cook for 
the secretary," a spokesman for the 
department 
insisted Tuesday. 
"He 
manages the secretary’s mess, handles 
the accounting and supervises the 
kitchen.” 
Barnes also plans meals for special 
groups, such as governors or members 
of Congress whom Califano invites over 
for working breakfasts or lunches, the 
spokesman said. In his first two weeks 
on the job, Barnes served meals to 
three VIP groups. 
Califano and Hale Champion, HEW’s 
undersecretary-designate, 
normally 
dine together in the secretary’s dining 
room, which adjoins Califano’s office, a 
special eating room and kitchen.

p New 200-mile limit to please fish

This story may sound fishy 
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Meat inspection dispute flares up 


WILMINGTON, Ohio — It may sound fishy, but the 
recent U.S. decision to extend its off-shore territorial 
limits to 200 miles ought to make the salmon the 
mackeral, and the cod jump with joy, according to a 
Wilmington College economist. 
Dr. Martin Giesbrecht says that, “The fish in the 
coastal waters are going to be very happy with the new 
200-mile limit.” 
Why? 
“Because the limit means a more managed fishing 
industry and that will ease the pressure on the fish and 
allow them to increase their reproduction rate. 
“I can imagine fish are still cheering about the 
decision.” 
Giesbrecht, who was the only economist among a 
group of scientists and engineers selected by NASA to 
brainstorm the idea of practical space colonies at 
Stanford University in 1975, explains that a managed 
fishing industry will be beneficial to all concerned. 
“It’s a fact that when a natural resource is 
threatened with elimination, there is a great rush to 
obtain that resource before it disappears. This per­ 
fectly natural response may explain why certain 
species reach a certain point and then disappear 
almost over-night. 
“This was beginning to happen in the U.S. coastal 
fishing waters. Everyone was beginning to rush in 
and get their fish while the getting was still good. 
“Now there should be less pressure on the fish since 
the foreign fishing fleets will be barred from these 
waters. This will mean more fish for the American 
housewife, and, more fish in the sea. We will be able to 


catch more for the U.S. table, while still allowing the 
fish to breed and reproduce at a greater rate. 
“That’s why I say everyone should be happy, in­ 
cluding the fish.” 
Giesbrecht serves as chairman of the department of 
economics and administration at Wilmington College, 
a liberal arts college in southwestern Ohio affiliated 
with the Quakers. Current on-campus enrollment is 
850. 
His classes often have a strong practical orientation. 
Recently students in one of them designed a family- 
style home model which stressed energy-saving, 
energy-producing and more economical devices that a 
typical homeowner could develop and use now. 
Another class studied economics 
through the 
stomach, learning how the economics of a nation can 
be observed via the foods eaten by the people in that 
nation. 
Still another made an extensive survey of the 
resources 
of 
Hinton 
County. 
Ohio, 
in 
which 
Wilmington is located, and determined that its citizens 
could survive very well on one acre per person. 


Giesbrecht has been at Wilmington College since 
1958. He is the president of the Ohio Association of 
economists and Politicial Scientists and a founding 
member of the economics section of the Ohio Academy 
of Sciences. 
He studied at Rutgers and Harvard Universities and 
received his doctorate from the University of Munich 
in 1958. He is the author of “The Evolution of Economic 
Society,” published in 1973.

The Food 
and Drug Administration has ordered 
four modifications in 68 of some 400 
laser-photo machines manufactured 
for the Associated Press by the Harris 
Corp. of Melbourne, Fla. 
The machines are new receivers and 
transmitters installed in the A P’s 
Wirephoto network. They use a laser 
beam as a source of light. 
An announcement 
by 
the 
FDA 
Wednesday said that the changes would 
be made at sites where the 68 machines 
are in use. 
The 68 were manufactured between 
Aug. 2, 1976 and Sept. 17, 1976. 
The four changes do not involve any 
radiation emission danger. They in­ 
volve limiting access to the laser beam 
itself. 
The receivers will get these two 
modifications: addition of a small 
metal shield inside the machine to 
make it impossible for anyone ser­ 
vicing it to look directly at the beam; 
and a label on the outside saying the 
machine contains a laser beam 
The transmitters will get a new in­ 
terlock 
switch 
to shut 
them 
off 
automatically 
when 
the 
cover 
is 
opened. They will also get a new pic­ 
ture-feeding chute to increase from the 
current eight centimeters to lo cen 
limeters the distance between the point 
where a photo enters the machine and 
the point where exposure to a laser 
beam would begin inside the machine. 
The FDA said the 18 transmitters 
were distributed in Georgia. Maryland. 
Massachusetts, Michigan, New Jersey.

'Ability to pay' revival needed

N EW YO RK (A P ) - Behind the 
simple maxim that “ wages are limited 
by the ability to pay and the ability to 
produce’’ there is an interesting and 
perhaps surprising history, and maybe 
a lesson for today also. 
It is not the capsulized philosophy of 
a robber baron. It is more closely 
identified with the years of President 
John F. Kennedy, when wage increases 
were tied to increases in productivity, 
and with the union movement. 
In 1946, in the midst of a strike 
against 
General 
Motors, 
Walter 
Reuther, head of the United Auto 
Workers, used similar words. “ If s an 
old idea,” he said. “ Ifs just common 
horse sense.” 


Reuthers men then lowered their 
demands and settled for an increase of 
18.5 cents an hour. Shortly thereafter 
the Auto Workers found themselves 
criticized by the American Federation 
of Labor, for settling too high. 
“ Those unions which broke price 
ceilings to get 18.5 cents followed a 
shortsighted policy.” said the A FL, 
whose secretary-treasurer at the time 
was George L. Meany, now head of the 
AFL-CIO. An official A F L report at the 
time continued: 
“ Had they been really willing to 
accept smaller increases and adjust 
their demands by genuine collective 
bargaining to industry’s ability to pay, 
they would be better off today and so 
would all American workers.”

For a change the problem doesn’t 
involve Vietnam or the minority rights 
issues prominent in the past. This time, 
the problem is one that face most 
colleges—lack of money. 
The chancellor of the financially 
troubled 
liberal 
arts 
college, 
Dr. 
Francis X. Shea, resigned last week as 
head of the Yellow Springs campus, 
citing difficulties in raising money and 
criticizing a system that has expanded 
to include 20 other campuses in this 
country and five overseas. 
“ A year ago, the whole system was 
flat on its back and had very little 
chance," said Shea, former president 
of St. Scholastica College in Duluth, 
Minn. 
However, Antioch was able to raise 
$2.6 million, mostly in alumni en­ 
dowments, this year. “ W e’re making it 
now. as the other campuses are. but 
we’re barely making it,” said Shea. 
“ My job has been to pull (the school) 
together and I think we’ve managed to 
do that,” he said. 
Antioch, founded in 1853 and one of 
the 
nation’s 
oldest 
experimental 
colleges, was one of the first to 
establish the workstudy program in 
which students spend half their time off 
campus working at service jobs that 
now take them to various parts of the 
country and the world. 
“ We maintain, at a remarkably low 
cost, a luxurious student-teacher ratio 
in the classroom (l-to-9),” Shea said. 
“ And we have one other geniune 
uniqueness—we require students to 
spend half a year doing everything 
from 
scaling 
mountains 
to selling 
thread at Wool worth’s.” 
Shea, 51, a former Jesuit priest, says 
the Yellow Springs campus is in need of 
repair, and must aggressively recruit 
new students. 
Students seem to be following a 
national trend toward the practical 
disciplines of science, business and 
technology. But the lack of a grading 
system makes some parents wary of 
paying the considerable tuition charge. 
That. combined with a reputation as a 
trouble spot during the Vietnam era, 
has prompted some organizations to 
specify that their money not be given to 
Antioch, Shea said. 
William Birenbaum, president of the 
Antioch system, down played Antioch’s 
financial problems. 
“ Antioch, 
like 
the 
majority 
of 
educational institutions these days, is 
living on the razor’s edge of balancing a 
budget,” he said. "Considering what 
it’s been through, Antioch’s state of 
insolvency compares remarkably well 
with other states of insolvency (at other 
colleges).”

The schools were bragging 
about how much money they had saved 
by their conservation efforts. Then 
bang.”

Speedy drought aid seen 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — Quick action 
on President Carter’s drought relief 
program 
is 
being 
predicted 
in 
Congress, despite grumbling about his 
plan to charge farmers 5 per cent in­ 
terest on loans to buy water. 
“ Obviously the President shares my 
own sense of urgency regarding the 
severe drought,” Rep. Morris K. Udall, 
D-Ariz., chairman of the House Interior 
Committee, said after the program was 
unveiled Wednesday 
“ I am in substantial agreement with 
the proposals outlined in his message to 
the Congress and am confident the 
committee will act expeditiously on 
this urgent matter.” 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson. D-Wash., 


chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Energy and Natural Resources, also 
said he was pleased with parts of 
Carter’s message, but added there 
were “ some problems ... which will 
have to be reviewed very carefully.”

the 
farmers 
should 
receive grants, not loans at 5 per cent 
interest. 
At a House hearing on drought relief. 
Secretary of the Interior Cecil Andrus 
said Congress has provided for 5 per 
cent loans to farmers in other types of 
disaster relief programs and the Carter 
proposal was in line with this policy. 
Rep. 
Lloyd 
Meeds. 
D-Wash., 
chairman of the House Interior sub­ 


committee on water and power, said 
this seemed “ untoward.” 
He added, “ I suggest you rethink the 
entire approach of 5 per cent interest on 
disaster.” 
Carter asked Congress to approve a 
program of loans and grants totaling 
$844 million for farmers, businessmen 
and 
communities 
in 
the 
drought- 
stricken West and Midwest. 


“ If we are to be of real help to the 
people afflicted, time is of the essen­ 
ce,” the President said. 
Carter also said he had asked the 
Interior and Agriculture Departments

County has two cured cancer patients this year 
nun i uuiu

Hopefully, each year Fayette County 
has one person to represent it at the 
annual 
gathering 
of 
Ohio’s 
cured 
cancer patients. A cancer victim, who 
has gone five years without a reoc­ 
curence of the disease, qualifies as 
such. This year, Fayette County has 
two such representatives. 
Letha Runnels, 412 Eastern Ave., has 
actually been free of the disease for 
eight years, but since she and her 
husband have been spending winters in 
Florida, she didn’t become an official 
cured cancer patient until this year. 
Mrs. Runnels, who works as a home 
nurse aid for a retired school teacher, 
recalled the events leading up to her 
radical 
mastectomy 
in 
1969. 
“ I 
discovered the lump (in her left breast) 
in the shower. We were in Florida at the 
time and I wanted to come home but I 
didn’t want to spoil my husband’s 
vacation. So I waited for two weeks, 
and then my daughter called and said 
that she was going into the hospital. 
That was my outlet. I knew I was 
needed back here to take care of my 
grandchildren.” 
When 
Mrs. 
Runnels 
returned to 
Washington C H. she wanted to see her 
family physician but he was out of 
town. “ I was under the impression that 
you had to go through your family 
doctor before going to see the surgeon. 
But,” she stressed this, “ I was wrong. 
I could have gone straight to the 
surgeon.” 
When 
Mrs. 
Runnels’ 
physician 
returned from his trip, he ‘‘really gave 
me a going over for waiting until he got 
back” . She explained that a mere three 
days can make a difference when 
dealing with a tumor. 
She entered the hospital, a biopsy 
was performed and three days later she 
was informed of what she already 
knew. ‘‘The doctor called and said that 
he had bad news. I expected it. I said, 
it’s malignant, isn’t it?” 
Explaining that her operation en­ 
tailed the removal of the lymph and 
sweat glands on the left side, as well as 


the removal of her left breast, Mrs. 
Runnels said, “ Various things passed 
’ through my mind at that time. I was 
worried that I would be deformed. 
There is fear in some women when they 
discover a lump. They are scared to 
death. I wasn’t scared.” She paused, 
then added, “ I didn’t like the idea, but I 
wasn’t scared. I guess I had a strong 
faith and a strong constitution.” 
It also passed through her mind that 
she might not make it. “ My first 
thought wasn’t that I was afraid to die, 
but that I would hate to leave my 
fam ily.” 


Only 
days 
after 
the 
radical 
mastectomy had been performed, Mrs. 
Runnels underwent female surgery 
which is a 
precautionary measure 
usually taken after mastectomy since 
cancer may well spread to the uterus. 
Noting that she went through an ex­ 
tremely difficult stage of depression 
following the two operations and 20 
radiation treatments (“ It was just too 
much surgery” ), Mrs. Runnels finally 
got her “ head together” so to speak, 
and decided. “ To make up my mind 
that I could live with it and make the 
most of it and accept it as it was. I ’d 
always worked in 
factories and 
I 
decided that I must do something with 
my life. The whole ordeal changed my 
train of thought. That’s why you find 
me doing what I ’m doing (home nur­ 
sing) today. I find this kind of work 
very interesting and rewarding.” 


Working as a volunteer for “ Reach 
for Recovery” an organization whose 
members counsel, comfort and educate 
women 
who 
have 
undergone 
mastectomy surgery. Mrs. Runnels 
remarked, “ I go into the hospital and 
talk with the mastectomy patients. 
When I had the operation, there were 
no Reach for Recovery volunteers. I 
would have given anything if there had 
been.” 


Mrs. Runnels has found that most 
mastectomy patients “ have the desire 
to go on” , but once in awhile she comes 
across an individual who is very 
depressed, “ Some patients will go to

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great lengths to avoid discussing the 
fact that they have, or have had, 
cancer. Through public education I 
think we can begin to take away this 
fear of cancer.” 
Pointing 
out 
that 
husband’s 
of 
mastectomy patients often have a 
harder time adjusting to the situation 
then do the cancer victims themselves, 
Mrs. Runnels commented, “ Usually 
the husband is emotionally upset; very 
concerned. Fortunately, I had a very 
understanding husband.” 
One of the purposes of Reach to 
Recovery is to distribute educational 
material concerning mastecomy to the 
family of the patient. 
Mrs. Runnels is adamant on the 
subject of self-breast examinations, 
which she said should be practiced at 
least once a month. Asked if she’d had a 
breast examination sometime during 
the year prior to the discovery of the 
tumor, she answered, “ Fraid not.” 
“ I didn’t find the lump until it was the 
size of a marble. Before I went into 
surgery the doctor told my daughter 
that the tumor had probably been there 
for four to six months. After the 
operation, I was informed that it had 
probably been there closer to a year.” 
Unable to know precisely what the 
consequences would have been if she, 
or a doctor, had discovered the lump 
sooner, 
the 
Reach 
for 
Recovery 
volunteer and the mother of two said, 
“Maybe if I ’d caught it sooner I 
wouldn’t have lost my lymph glands. 
They could have performed a simple, 
rather than radical, mastectomy.” 
Her left arm is in good shape now 
despite the removal of the lymph and 
sweat glands. She can move it and lift 
with it, but said that she doesn’t quite 
have the strength that she had prior to 
the operation. 
Mrs. Runnels stresses expediency. 
The sooner one has a lump checked, the 
better. “ I want to encourage others not 
to have a fear of the disease. If it is 
caught in time the disease is many 
times curable. We must have faith in 
God and confidence in our doctors.” 
A charter member of the Hickory 
Lane Church of Christ, Mrs. Runnels, 
along with Ramona Miller, another 
cured cancer patient, attends group 
meetings with Dr. Byers Shaw and 
demonstrates 
breast 
examination 
methods. “ W e’ve both been trained to 
do this,” she said. 
Remarking that she feels great, 
especially since she lost weight (she 
dropped 40 pounds during the past 


year), Mrs. Runnels said that she hopes 
she can be an inspiration to others. 
As is usually the case when one 
suffers through a period of adversity, 
some good has been derived from the 
experience. Mrs. Runnels said that 
both she, and her family, have grown 
spiritually as a result. “ All of this has 
strengthened my faith and my family’s 
faith.”

cer” means, let alone experience it. 
Eight-year-old Aleesa Park, who is a 
second 
grader 
at 
Jeffersonville 
Elementary 
School, 
developed 
a 
W ilm ’s tumor during the first 40 weeks 
of her life. At the age of IO months, she 
had a kidney and one-half removed. 
At the time of her operation, Aleesa’s 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Danny Park, of 
Jeffersonville, were informed by the 
doctors 
at 
Children's 
Hospital 
in 
Columbus that babies who have one 
kidney removed have about a 50-50 
chance of survival. Whereas, Aleesa’s 
chance of surviving was much less 
since she was going to be required to 
function on a half of a kidney. 
Mrs. Park said that she and her 
husband learned shortly after Aleesa’s 
operation that none of the babies, who 
had had the same type of surgery, had 
lived any 
longer 
than 
two 
years 
following the operation. 
But, Aleesa survived and now has, 
according to her mother, even more 
energy than her younger sister, Amy. 
Mrs. Park said that Aleesa hasn’t 
had any problems whatsoever since the 
operation seven years ago. And, if all 
goes well, this August will mark the 
last of Aleesa s annual kidney x-rays. 
When Aleesa reached, and surpassed, 
the five year point which designated 
that she was cured, Mrs. Park said that 
she felt as if they’d reached some mark 
in their lives. “ W e’re lucky to have her 
with us now.” 
Asked if Aleesa is aware that she is 
functioning on a half kidney, Mrs. Park 
said, “ Yes. I tried to explain it all to 
her. She has her incision which we call 
her zipper. She’s had it for so long, it 
doesn’t seem any different to her.” 
Noting that her daughter had only 
started to walk six days prior to her 
operation and resumed this activity 
only three days after undergoing major 
surgery, Mrs. Park said that W ilm ’s 
tumor is apparently common among 
young children. There were patients up 
there a lot younger than Aleesa.”

LOS A N G E L E S (A P ) — Essex, a tiny 
town near the Arizona border, has been 
written up a lot lately, as it’s a town of 
good fortune. It’s one of America’s last 
outposts without TV service. Mountains 
bar TV signals. 
Because television cannot get to 
Essex. NBC is going to bring Essex to 
television. Friday morning, almost the 
entire town — 61 residents and two 
guests — are to board two tour buses 
dispatched by the network. 
They’ll be whisked 217 miles west to 
the NBC works in beautiful downtown 
Burbank, 
lodged at 
a 
posh 
hotel 
nearby, given a special tour of NBC 
facilities 
and 
attend 
a 
taping 
of 
Frid ay’s “ Tonight” show.” 
That’s the word from Maxine Orosz, 
who 
works 
for 
N BC ’s 
promotion 
department, which is picking up the tab 
for the voyage and sight-see 
Miss Orosz, who swears on a stack of 
ratings points this is no publicity 
gimmick, says the idea of bringing TV 
less Essex to television started when an 
NBC executive in New York read of the 
town’s plight. 
He asked her to confer with the 
townfolk and invite them to see NBC. 
The notion was brought up at a town 
meeting, enthusiasm was expressed, 
invitations immediately sent out and 
accepted. 
Miss Orosz was asked if NBC isn’t 
worried the look at television may 
cause irreparable damage to the minds 
of the good citizens of Essex. 
“ Actually, we’re not trying to seduce 
them,” she laughed. “ We realize that it 
may be years before they receive a TV 
signal or perhaps they never will. 
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“ Our point wasn’t to tantalize them 
with what they don’t have, but rather to 
offer them what might be just a really 
interesting trip, to see how a network 
operates, see the facilities and see a 
show taped. 
“ Because 
frankly, 
they’re 
very 
happy they don’t have television. So our 
point is: this would be an interesting 
trip, since it’s something they’re so 
unfamiliar with. 
“ And it’d be interesting for us to talk 
with people who don’t have television.” 
One of the few Essex residents who 
won t be making the NBC trip — 
although his wife will — is Walter 
Smith, 40. He operates a gas station and 
grocery store in the town, located in the 
Mojave Desert. 
He’d like to go, but says the people 
who live in and around Essex depend on 
him to keep his businesses open. 
Smith, a polite, soft-spoken man, said 
in a phone interview he estimates two 
or three TV sets exist in town and they 
do occasionally get a TV signal. But not 
from Los Angeles. 
“ Once in a while, you’ll get a cloudy 
day and get a skip,” he said, meaning a 
signal that bounces off low clouds. “ It 
usually comes from Texas or the 
Midwest and fades out after 15-20 
minutes.” 
He’s lived with TV and without it, and 
says he likes without better.

Some Fayette County roads 
to be marked by reflectors 


X 


In an attem pt to reduce the state’s annual trattic 
death toll, the Ohio D epartm ent of Transportation 
plans to install special reflectors along sections of 
accident-plagued roadway. 
Several sections of F ayette County roadw ay are 
scheduled to receive the high-intensity reflectors in­ 
cluding an S-curve just north of W ashington C.H. on 
Ohio 41-N which has been the site of three fatal ac­ 
cidents in the past nine months. 
TTie reflectors will be placed in the pavem ent along 
both sides of the road and down the center line. 
Automobile headlights will reflect off the pavem ent 
and outline the roadw ay for m otorists. 
According to Jam es Smith, a traffic control engineer 
for the Ohio D epartm ent of Transportation district 
headquarters in D elaw are, the reflectors will reduce 
the hazards of night driving. The sections of roadway 
selected for the reflectors w ere reportedly the sites of 
at least two night traffic accidents in recent months. 
Besides the dangerous section of Ohio 41 north of the 
W ashington C.H. city lim its, reflectors will be installed 
at curves on Ohio 41-S near the Highland County line 
and on parts of U.S. 35. The reflectors will also be 
placed at the intersections of Ohio 41-S and U.S. 35, and 
5; 
U.S. 22 at U.S. 35. These intersections were selected, 
>•: 
because the Ohio D epartm ent of T ransportation felt 
the new concept “would serve a useful purpose.” 
The reflectors are p art of the ‘ ‘Highway Life L ights’ ’ 
;$ 
program announced by Ohio Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes 
§: 
earlier this year. When the project is com pleted this 
sum m er parts of 14,000 m iles of rural highways will be 
$ 
m arked for night driving. 
In F ayette and Pickaw ay counties $29,000 will be 
S 
spent on the project. Contracts for the reflectors, 


which reportedly cannot be dam aged by snowplows, 
will be opened for bids by July. 
Although the reflectors will give m otorists a better 
nighttim e outline of roadw ays, their ability to reduce 
accidents at curves such as the one north 
of 
W ashington C.H. a re suspect. 
Of the three fatal accidents on the curve in past 
m onths, two occurred in daylight hours. In a 12-hour 
period last June, five people w ere killed on the curve. 
One died in a night accident and four in a m ishap 
shortly before 12 noon. The m ost recent fatality oc­ 
curred last Saturday, shortly before 7 a.m . 
F ay ette County Sheriff Donald L. Thompson feels 
speed, not th6 curves or the lack of daylight, w as the 
m ain reason for the three fatalities. 
“ Excessive speed caused all the accidents,” Sheriff 
Thompson said. “ They w ere driving too fast on the 
curves.” 


He added that straightening the road would help but 
so would obeying the speed lim it. The curves are 
m arked for 40 m iles per hour and the m axim um speed 
lim it on straight stretches of Ohio 41 is 50 m iles per 
hour. 
If straightening the road or reducing the speed are 
the only two alternatives to reduce the accidents, area 
m otorists better drive slower. There are no plans to 
elim inate the curves, according to the Ohio D epart­ 
m ent of Transportation. 
“ There are no plans right now,” Smith said. “ It (the 
S-curve) does not appear on the five-year tra n ­ 
sportation im provem ent plan.” He added that if the 
section of roadway continues to be hazard, federal 
funds m ight be allocated to elim inate the curves. 


Nursing home reform stirs solons 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Nursing 
home reform , an issue that plagued the 
previous session of the legislature, has 
boiled over again in the young 112th 
G eneral Assembly, with the apparent 
failure of a fledgling investigative 
panel. 
During the course of the longest 
session of the year—m ore than 2 X > 
hours—the House voted 80-14 Wed­ 
nesday to abolish the Nursing Home 
Advisory Commission and create a new 
all-legislative panel 
House m em bers also approved 88-8 
creation of another legislative com ­ 
m ittee to inspect state and local prison 
facilities, and action was com pleted on 
a bill to regulate rent referral agents. 
Eighteen roll call votes were taken 
before representatives adjourned the 
session. 
The two com m ittee bills w ere sent to 
the Senate. Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes will 
get the rental agent m easure to sign, or 
veto. 
The governor vetoed the original bill 
establishing a nursing 
home com ­ 
mission and Rep. Dennis Wojtanowski, 
D-74 
Chesterland, 
acknowledged: 
‘Today, we are here again bipartisanly 
to say we made a m istake.” 
Legislators overrode Rhodes' veto 
m ore than a year ago. But the governor 
orchestrated the first m eeting and 
com m ission chairm an, Rep. William L. 
Mallory, D-23 Cincinnati, walked out. 
The commission has m et only once 
this year and has yet to adopt a budget 
or hire a staff. 
“ It breathes new life into the hope for 
nursing home reform in the state,” 
W ojtanowski, sponsor of the repealer 
said. “We’ve all heard the horror 
stories.” In his own north central Ohio 
district, he said, one home had a t­ 
tem pted 
to 
transfer 
a 
92-year-old 
woman during the height of the winter 
cold wave. 
“ The elderly are being shuffled about 
without rhym e or reason,” the 36-year- 
old law m aker asserted. 
Wojtanowski and other supporters 
think eight legislators, owing their 
postions to the electorate, can do a 
better job than the diversified interests

Desai heads India; raps Soviets 


NEW DELPHI, India (AP) - Morarji 
Desai, 81-year-old leader of the suc­ 
cessful fight to unseat the government 
of Indira Gandhi, was sworn in today as 
India’s fourth prim e m inister and 
im m ediately signaled a possible end to 
this country’s special links with the 
Soviet Union. 
At a news conference after taking the 
oath of office, Desai said the 1971 
Indian-Soviet friendship treaty “ must 
not come in the way of our friendship 
with any other state. .. We won’t have 
any special relations with any coun­ 
try .” 
Desai, a veteran of the Indian in­ 
dependence movement and a former 
leader of Mrs. 
G andhi’s Congress 
p a rty , said his governm ent would adopt 
a foreign policy of “proper nonalign­ 
m ent.’’ 
His 59-year-old predecessor, Indira 
Gandhi, 
was 
not 
present 
for 
the 
three-m inute ceremony in the ornate 
Ashoka Hall of the presidential palace 
But she was one of the first to send 
congratulations to the longtime foe who 
led his new Janata party to a stunning 
election trium ph over her and the 
Congress party last weekend. 


Having lost her seat in Parliam ent in 
the election, Mrs. Gandhi becam e a 
private citizen. However, her successor 
as the Congress leader in Parliam ent, 
Y.B. Chavan. said she would continue 
to take a leading part in the party. 
Acting President B.D. Jatti swore in 
Desai as head of the new government 
three hours after the m em bers of the 
new 
Parliam ent 
from 
his 
party 
unanim ously approved him as their 
leader. 
“The people have high hopes and the 
governm ent will try to fulfill them ,” 
said Desai. “This has been a non­ 
violent, new revolution by the Indian 
people.” 
He w as chosen prim e m inister by the 
spiritual leader of the anti-Gandhi 
opposition, Jayaprakash N arayan, who 
canvassed the m em bers of the new 
P arliam ent from the Jan ata and two

parties,

Restoration of local 
water service looms

Although spring is officially here, 
winter rem ained a topic of discussion 
at W ednesday night’s Washington C.H. 
City Council meeting. Council m em ­ 
bers spent a considerable amount of 
time 
reflecting

w eather-related problems still facing 
the city. 
Frozen w ater lines, which plagued 
many Washington C.H. residents this 
past 
winter, 
w ere 
granted 
some 
discussion time. 
City C ouncil C h airm an 
B erth a 
McCullough reported that by the end of 
this week all city residents should have 
regained w ater service. She noted that 
a week ago there were 28 residents 
without w ater and this week there were 
as few as five homes without w ater. 
Mrs. McCullough added that she 
received m any telephone calls from 
concerned citizens about the w ater 
service problem, and she took it upon 
herself to check into the local Ohio 
W ater Service Co. 
“They (the w ater company) w ere 
doing 
what 
they 
could 
with 
the 
equipm ent 
they 
have,” 
Mrs. 
McCullough reported, adding that it 
took a full day to repair a frozen or 
broken w ater main. 
She stated that officials of the local 
w ater company w ere unaw are that 
some residents did not have w ater 
service for a long period of time. After 
receiving initial contact about a frozen 
or broken w ater line, the company did 
not hear from many residents again. 
Mrs. McCullough said the w ater 
company thought such residents had 
sought a private contractor to do the 
work preventing the wait for w ater 
company 
service 
crews 
to 
m ake 
repairs. 
City Solicitor Gary D. Smith told City 
Council that he checked into the w ater 
com pany’s tariffs, which are on file 
with the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio. He confirmed that city property 
owners own the w ater line from the 
main to the house 
He called the 
arrangem ent unusual, saying that most 
residents of other cities own the line 
from the m eter to the house. 
Council m em ber John Morris said he 
felt “ people should have had guidance” 
during the crisis. He suggested the use 
of advertisem ents sim ilar to the ones 
issued by the Dayton Power and Light 
Co. explaining the problem. 
Mrs. McCullough said she questioned 
the w ater company on that point, but 
officials “ were dubious to put in­ 


formation in the paper for fear of how it 
would be ru n .” She added that she 
suggested 
the 
use 
of 
paid 
ad­ 
vertisem ents. “That way it would run 
exactly like it was w ritten,” she said. 
In connection with the winter w ater 
problem, City M anager George H. 
Shapter m entioned a letter Council 
received from State Sen. John K. 
Mahoney of Springfield concerning 
federal funds for w ater system repairs. 
The letter stated that the Environ­ 
m ental Protection Agency has over $1 
million to be used for repairing w ater 
system s dam aged this past winter. 
Shapter said the federal funds would 
probably only be used for city-owned 
w ater svstem s in the state. He added 
that he would investigate the m atter. 
The city’s street system was also 
dam aged this w inter and Shapter said 
there is not enough money in the city 
treasury to resolve all the problems 
He added that the unusually cold 
winter was very hard on the streets. 
Due to a lack of funds, a priority list 
will be m ade of streets needing the 
most repairs. 
City 
Street 
Superintendent 
Bill 
Duncan and City Inspector Glenn L. 
Tatm an are completing a survey of the 
street dam age. They have m arked on a 
city m ap the problem areas. 
Shapter said he would subm it the

Although it directly affected only the 
building trades, the vote was the first 
test of organized labor’s strength in the 
new and heavily Dem ocratic Congress. 
The bill’s prim e sponsor, Rep. Frank 
Thompson Jr., D N .J., said the vote 
killed the legislation for the foreseeable 
future. He also said the outcom e bodes 
ill for labor’s cam paign against right- 
to-work law s. 
C onservatives and business lobbied 
intensively 
against 
the 
bill, 
which 
would have allow ed a union to shut 
down an entire construction site in a 
dispute with only one subcontractor. 


House Speaker Thom as P. O’Neill 
said he had never seen organizations 
lobby as hard as the picketing bill’s 
opponents. 
Before 
the 
vote, 
a 
pessim istic O’Neill chided labor for not 
mounting an effective drive to m uster 
support for the bill. 
The House passed a sim ilar bill in 
1975, 229 to 189. It w as vetoed in 
January 1976 by then President Gerald 
R. Ford. 
“W’hen you get careless along the 
line, the train goes off the track,” 
O’Neill said. 
D espite the speaker’s 
efforts to keep D em ocrats in line, 88 
voted with 129 Republicans against the 
bill. Only 14 R epublicans voted for it.

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Fear of crime most pervasive in New York. City's Bronx 


Editor’s Note: Crime in the nation’s 
cities has created a life of fear for 
many old people. Nowhere is the fear 
more pervasive than in New York 
City’s Bronx where a wave of brutal 
assaults on the elderly has focused 
attention on a problem that exists in 
many urban areas. This is the first of 
three stories on crime and the elderly

NEW YORK (AP) — Bessie is so 
frightened she lives on tranquillizers. 
Clara is so scared she sleeps on a 
hallway cot near her front door — for a 
fast getaway. 
Ralph is so fearful that he pays ex­ 
tortion money. 
Hans and Emma hanged themselves 
because they wouldn’t live another day 
in fear. 
Bessie. Clara and Ralph. All of them 
old; all of them afraid of crime. 
So they flee the streets at dusk, 
barricade themselves behind 
their 
doors and don’t come out until the sun 
is high. 
Out of place, out of step, out of time, 
many urban elderly are prisoners in 
their homes, foreigners in the neigh­ 
borhoods they settled, old people in a 
young and threatening world. 
Out of fear, they break the patterns 
that give meaning to their lives. Gone 
are the soft sociable afternoons on park 
benches; the park has become a war 
zone. 
They forego visits to children and 
grandchildren. They won’t see doctors. 
They stop going to religious services. 
“Crime leads to an unbelievable 
deprivation and reduction in the quality 
of life of older people who already have 
problems of fixed income, poor health, 
loss of loved ones and of their own role 
in life,’’ says George Sunderland, 
coordinator of the Crime Prevention 
Program of the American Association 
of Retired Persons. 
“An older person’s sense of self can 
be very fragile, and crim e is an in­ 
vasion of that self. People die a little,” 
says Alice M. Brophy, commissioner 
for the aging in New York City. 
About 22 million Americans are over 


65. Many live in cities where crime is 
high. 
There are no comprehensive national 
statistics on crim es against the elderly. 
Police say that that nationwide, senior 
citizens are victimized less than the 
general public. 
But in term s of purse snatch, robbery 
and assault, especially in cities, they 
are a disproportionately large victim 
group. 
The 
Midwest 
Research 
Institute 
found, for example, that persons over 
60 living in certain neighborhoods of 
Kansas City, Mo., can be IO times more 
vulnerable to crim e than younger 
persons in safer neighborhoods. 
Most elderly victims are women, 
most are alone, most are attacked 
during the day in or near their homes. 
Most are poor and live on fixed in­ 
comes. Younger victims can recoup 
losses through earnings; the elderly 
often cannot. Their savings often are 
the only 
thing 
keeping 
them 
in­ 
dependent of their children and out of 
nursing homes. They are also highly 
vulnerable to attack, less able to defend 
themselves and more likely to suffer 
serious and lasting injury, or death. 
Every mugging, say police, is a 
potential murder. 
Many old people also live alone and 
have few people to rely upon. 
They often live in changing neigh­ 
borhoods, where unemployed youths 
prey upon the core of elderly who 
cannot afford to move away. 
All this makes tne urban elderly a 
prime and easy target: Unable to 
resist, unable to identify their at­ 
tackers and often unwilling to report 
crimes or press charges. 
For this reason crimes against the 
elderly are called “crib jobs”—robbing 
an old person is like taking candy from 
a baby. 
Everywhere, the elderly are being 
victimized: in the South Beach section 
of Miami Beach; in the 3rd, 4th and 5th 
wards of Houston; in the downtown 
area of San Diego. 
But nowhere are the assaults more 
numerous or the fear more pervasive

than in New York City’s Bronx. 
Hans 
and 
Emma 
Kabel 
killed 
themselves last October in their Bronx 
apartm ent where they had lived 50 
years. Their home had been invaded 
and robbed twice and they had been 
attacked. 
Finally, they laid out their funeral 
clothes, penned a note saying they 
could no longer live in fear and hanged 
themselves. 
The kind of violence that drove the 
Kabels to suicide is reflected in the 
city’s crime figures. New York’s latest 
statistics on crime and the elderly 


showed there were 3,208 muggings of 
people over 60 last year — a 16 per cent 
increase 
over 
1975. 
The 
elderly 
represent 21 per of all purse snatching 
victims, 27 per cent of all pocketbook 
robberies (where force, fear or weapon 
is used) and 27 per cent of all stickups 
in apartments. The elderly comprise 
only 
about 
17 per of the 
city’s 
population. 
The Kabels’ solution to their worries 
about such statistics and their real life 
experiences was extreme, but fear 
forces many elderly in the Bronx to 
take extreme measures. It frequently 


drives old people into lives of isolation. 
It drives still others to pay out their 
life’s earnings for a feeble assurance of 
safety. 
Police tell of one 75-year-old woman 
in the Bronx — let’s call her Mary — 
who was so frightened after she was 
mugged that she never left her apart­ 
ment. Her life shriveled. 
Mary never carried out the garbage. 
So it piled up, and room by room was 
filled with refuse. Room by room was 
sealed off, as her life got smaller and 
smaller. 
Nor would Mary venture out for food. 


She threw money out the window to 
kids who bought her candy bars. They, 
too, ripped her off, charging her double 
for candy. 
Police learned of Mary when, letting 
down her guard, she was mugged as 
she mailed a letter. 
The police tell of an elderly man — 
call him Ralph — one of the few elderly 
people of means, who thought money 
could insulate him. So he paid two 
brothers $1,000 in extortion money to 
protect him from the predators in his 
Bronx neighborhood. He was mugged 
anyway.

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Pension fund laxity 


One way of looking at the ad­ 
m inistration of union pension plans 
is to see this as essentially the joint 
business of management and labor, 
to be conducted with minimal out­ 
side 
interference. 
A 
more 
enlightened view is that, with the 
ultim ate 
welfare of millions of 
American 
citizens 
involved, 
the 
government has a positive obligation 
to assure that pension funds are 
scrupulously administered in their 
behalf. 
The 
scandal 
surrounding 
the 
Central States Pension Fund of the 
Team sters 
union 
is 
a 
sharp 
rem inder of the need for such 
regulation. That need has not been 
adequately met. A timely report by 
the Twentieth Century Fund cites 
the Team ster case to underscore 
that point. 


The case does so in dramatic 
fashion. ‘ Although allegations of 
abuse (in the Teamster pension 
fund) have existed since the late 
1950s," the report tells us, “it was 
not until the fall of 1975 that the 
executive 
branch 
undertook 
a 
thorough 
and 
far-ranging 
in­ 
vestigation.” This has now belatedly 
resulted in an arrangement whereby 
Teamster officials have agreed to 
relinquish control, and there is talk 
in Congress of placing the fund in 
receivership. 


Tho reason for the government's 
heel-dragging on regulation is no 
mystery While joint employer-union 
management of pension funds is 
required under the Taft-Hartley Act. 
control has generally gravitated to 
the unions. As to this the Twentieth 


Century Fund report comments: 
“With labor unions wielding im­ 
mense 
political 
power, 
federal 
regulation of their pension activities 
has remained weak.” It adds that 
“Union pension funds are something 
of a hot potato in the legislative and 
executive 
branches 
of 
govern­ 
ment. . .” 


Hot 
potato 
or 
not. 
stricter 
guidelines - and enforcement of 
them - should be instituted. Most 
union 
pension 
funds 
are 
fairly 
managed, but as the Teamster case 
shows there are notable exceptions. 
The vested rights of millions of 
workers 
in 
funds 
totaling 
an 
estimated 35 billion dollars are in­ 
volved. 
The 
government 
should 
move to give those rights greater 
protection.

Well Berlinguer had a bad month. 
Whether he is sincere in bis conversion 
to the democratic way of life or not, he 
is caught between a rock and a hard 
place First, the Soviets rallied the 
faithful 
and blasted 
“ Eurocom­ 
munism” 
as plain, 
old-fashioned 
heresay. Even if the POI chief secretly 
agrees, he can’t come out and say so: 
his whole game plan would be blown 
sky high. Then, at a meeting with the 
Spanish 
and French 
Communist 
leaders, Santiago Carillo and Georges 
Marchais, Berlinguer notably toned 
down his criticism of Soviet and East 
European violations of human rights. 
There 
have 
been 
various 
ex­ 
planations for this shift, but the sim ­ 
plest makes the most sense: Boris 
Ponomarev, the Politburo’s man on the 
Eurocommunism caper, has probably 
threatened to cut the PCI’s vast sub­ 
sidy from Moscow and inspire internal 
opposition to Berlinguer. It becomes 
more evident every day that the Soviet 
leadership is climbing the wall over the 
human rights issue: internally docile 
Rumania was actually shaken by two 
earthquakes, the first a human rights 
protest against the Stalinist regime. 
Who knows, even the Bulgarians might 
turn on. 
In short. Comrade Boris was told to 
throttle those 
Italian tenors. This 
message came at an ideal time from 
the viewpoint of the PCI’s hardliners, 
particularly in the CGIL. To repeat the 
analogy 
employed 
in 
my 
earlier 
column, they found themselves in the 
same trap the French Communists 
landed in during the 1930s Popular 
Front period. The workers want more 
pay; 
“responsibility” 
dictates 
unemployment to counter inflation. 
How 
can 
a 
spokesman 
for 
the 
proletariat go before his constituents 
and say, “Comrades, in the interest of 
Eurocommunism 
and 
the 
historic 
position of your Party, 20 per cent of 
you are fired” ? 
The leaders of the CGIL — a well- 
disciplined cadre - have been trying 
to escape from this cul-de-sac, but they 
are unhappy. What has occurred was 
predictable — to them as to me: 
Trotskyists, Maoites and other “in­ 
tellectual scum ” (to use a standard 
term of endearment) have flanked 
them on the left, demanding higher 
wages and screaming, “To hell with 
responsibility! Up the Revolution!” 
The Italian worker, whose average real 
pay is below the American poverty line, 
is understandably attracted. His im­ 
mediate interest is pasta today, not 
chicken cacciatore in the sky. 
To throw in one more variable, the 
Parliam entary 
representatives 
are 
equally upset. Following the tradition 
set by Palmiro Togliatti, the PCI line is 
to hunt where the ducks are, that is, 
work out a coalition with the big 
Christian Democrats (35 per cent of the 
vote), not that rag, tag and bobtail 
collection 
of 
Socialists, 
Social 
Democrats, Republicans and Liberals 
who occupy the center. Berlinguer 
must be tempted by authentic heresy: 
either psychiatric 
treatment or a 
monastic vocation. 
For months everybody has been 
watching everybody else 
uneasily, 
waiting for a sign. How many seconds 
were left on that grenade? Not m any: it 
exploded the first week in March at the 
University of Rome, normally a PCI 
bastion. The students were on strike 
and CGIL leader Luciano Lama ap­ 
peared to convey to them the best 
wishes and solidarity of the workers. 
He didn't get beyond his first sentence: 
the “intellectual scum ” shrieked him 
dow n and then began throwing Molotov 
cocktails, paving stones and similar 
fraternal items. 
It ended with the ultimate indignity: 
Lama, the leader of the working class, 
was extricated by the riot police — 
notorious enemies of progress. But the 
bigger 
problem, 
which 
has some 
Christian Democrats laughing over 
their Valpolicella, is how the PCI can 
exticate itself from its de facto alliance 
with the DCP without repudiating the 
democratic program that brought it so 
close to power?

| New 200-m ile limit to please fish 
This story may sound fishy

Meat inspection dispute flares up 


WILMINGTON, Ohio — It may sound fishy, but the 
recent U.S. decision to extend its off-shore territorial 
limits to 200 miles ought to make the salmon the 
mackeral, and the cod jump with joy, according to a 
Wilmington College economist. 
Dr. Martin Giesbrecht says that, “The fish in the 
coastal waters are going to be very happy with the new 
200-mile limit.” 
Why? 
“Because the limit means a more managed fishing 
industry and that will ease the pressure on the fish and 
allow them to increase their reproduction rate. 
“I can imagine fish are still cheering about the 
decision.” 
Giesbrecht, who was the only economist among a 
group of scientists and engineers selected by NASA to 
brainstorm the idea of practical space colonies at 
Stanford University in 1975, explains that a managed 
fishing industry will be beneficial to all concerned. 
“It’s a fact that when a natural resource is 
threatened with elimination, there is a great rush to 
obtain that resource before it disappears. This per­ 
fectly natural response may explain why certain 
species reach a certain point and then disappear 
almost over-night. 
“This was beginning to happen in the U.S. coastal 
fishing waters. Everyone was beginning to rush in 
and get their fish while the getting was still good. 
“Now there should be less pressure on the fish since 
the foreign fishing fleets will be barred from these 
waters. This will mean more fish for the American 
housewife, and, more fish in the sea. We will be able to 


catch more for the U.S. table, while still allowing the 
fish to breed and reproduce at a greater rate. 
“That’s why I say everyone should be happy, in­ 
cluding the fish.” 
Giesbrecht serves as chairman of the department of 
economics and administration at Wilmington College, 
a liberal arts college in southwestern Ohio affiliated 
with the Quakers. Current on-campus enrollment is 
850. 
His classes often have a strong practical orientation. 
Recently students in one of them designed a family- 
style home model which stressed energy-saving, 
energy-producing and more economical devices that a 
typical homeowner could develop and use now. 
Another class studied economics through the 
stomach, learning how the economics of a nation can 
be observed via the foods eaten by the people in that 
nation. 
Still another made an extensive survey of the 
resources 
of 
Clinton 
County. 
Ohio, 
in 
which 
Wilmington is located, and determined that its citizens 
could survive very well on one acre per person. 
Giesbrecht has been at Wilmington College since 
1958. He is the president of the Ohio Association of 
economists and Politicial Scientists and a founding 
member of the economics section of the Ohio Academy 
of Sciences. 
He studied at Rutgers and Harvard Universities and 
received his doctorate from the University of Munich 
in 1958. He is the author of “The Evolution of Economic 
Society,” published in 1973.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food 
and Drug Administration has ordered 
four modifications in 68 of some 400 
laser-photo machines manufactured 
for tho AssiKiated Press by the Harris 
Corp. of Melbourne, F'la. 
The machines are new receivers and 
transmitters installed in the A P’s 
Wirephoto network. They^ use a laser 
beam as a source of light. 
An 
announcement 
by

FDA 
Wednesday said that the changes would 
be made at sites where the 68 machines 
are In use. 
The 68 were manufactured between 
Aug. 2, 1976 and Sept. 17, 1976. 
The four changes do not involve any 
radiation emission danger. They in­ 
volve limiting access to the laser beam 
itself. 
The receivers will get these two 
modifications; addition of a small 
metal shield inside the machine to 
make it impossible for anyone ser­ 
vicing it to look directly at the beam; 
and a label on the outside saying the 
machine contains a laser beam.

NEW YORK (AP) - Behind the 
simple maxim that “wages are limited 
by the ability to pay and the ability to 
produce” there is an interesting and 
perhaps surprising history, and maybe 
a lesson for today also. 
It is not the capsulized philosophy of 
a robber baron. It is more closely 
identified with the years of President 
John F . Kennedy, when wage increases 
were tied to increases in productivity, 
and with the union movement. 
In 1946, in the midst of a strike 
against 
General 
Motors, 
Walter 
Reuther, head of the United 
Auto 
Workers, used similar words. “ Ifs an 
old idea,” he said. “ Ifs just common 
horse sense.” 


R euthers men then lowered their 
demands and settled for an increase of 
18.5 cents an hour.

Woolworth^” is experiencing growth 
pains. 
For a change the problem doesn’t 
involve Vietnam or the minority rights 
issues prominent in the past. This time, 
the problem is one that face most 
colleges—lack of money. 
The chancellor of the financially 
troubled 
liberal 
arts 
college, 
Dr. 
Francis X. Shea, resigned last week as 
head of the Yellow Springs campus, 
citing difficulties in raising money and 
criticizing a system that has expanded 
to include 20 other campuses in this 
country and five overseas. 
“A year ago, the whole system was 
flat on its back and had very little 
chance,” said Shea, former president 
of St. Scholastica College in Duluth, 
Minn. 
However, Antioch was able to raise 
$2.6 million, 
mostly in alumni en­ 
dowments, this year. “We’re making it 
now, as the other campuses are, but 
we're barely making it,” said Shea. 
“My job has been to pull (the school) 
together and I think we’ve managed to 
do th at,” he said. 
Antioch, founded in 1853 and one of 
the 
nation’s 
oldest 
experimental 
colleges, 
was 
one 
of the 
first 
to 
establish the workstudy program in 
which students spend half their time off 
campus working at service jobs that 
now take them to various parts of the 
country and the world. 
“We maintain, at a remarkably low 
cost, a luxurious student-teacher ratio 
in the classroom (l-to-9),” Shea said. 
“And we have one other 
geniune 
uniqueness—we require students 
to 
spend half a year doing everything 
from 
scaling 
mountains 
to 
selling 
thread at W oolworth^.” 
Shea, 51, a former Jesuit priest, says 
the Yellow Springs campus is in need of 
repair, and must aggressively recruit 
new students. 
Students seem to be following a 
national trend toward the practical 
disciplines of science, business and 
technology. But the lack of a grading 
system makes some parents wary of 
paying the considerable tuition charge. 
That, combined with a reputation as a 
trouble spot during the Vietnam era, 
has prompted some organizations to 
specify that their money not be given to 
Antioch, Shea said. 
William Birenbaum, president of the 
Antioch system , down played Antioch’s 
financial problems. 
“Antioch, 
like 
the 
majority 
of 
educational institutions these days, is 
living on the razor’s edge of balancing a 
budget,” he said. “Considering what 
it s been through, Antioch’s state of 
insolvency compares remarkably well 
with other states of insolvency (at other 
colleges).”

“Obviously the President shares my 
own sense of urgency regarding the 
severe drought,” Rep Morris K. Udall. 
D-Ariz., chairman of the House Interior 
Committee, said after the program was 
unveiled Wednesday 
“ I am in substantial agreement with 
the proposals outlined in his message to 
the Congress and am confident the 
com mittee will act expeditiously on 
this urgent m atter.” 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 


chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Energy and Natural Resources, also 
said he was pleased with parts of 
Carter’s message, but added there 
were “some problems ... which will 
have to be reviewed very carefully.” 
He said 
that 
“in 
light 
of the 
emergency,” 
the 
farm ers 
should 
receive grants, not loans at 5 per cent 
interest. 
At a House hearing on drought relief. 
Secretary of the Interior Cecil Andrus 
said Congress has provided for 5 per 
cent loans to farm ers in other types of 
disaster relief programs and the Carter 
proposal was in line with this policy. 
Rep. 
Lloyd 
Meeds. 
D-Wash.. 
chairman of the House Interior sub­ 


committee on water and power, said 
this seemed “untoward.” 
He added. “I suggest you rethink the 
entire approach of 5 per cent interest on 
disaster.” 
Carter asked Congress to approve a 
program of loans and grants totaling 
$844 million for farmers, businessmen 
and 
communities 
in 
the 
drought- 
stricken West and Midwest. 
“ If we are to be of real help to the 
people afflicted, time is of the essen­ 
ce," the President said. 
Carter also said he had asked the 
Interior and Agriculture Departments 
to 
make

available for grazing. 
Ohio Power Co. complaint dead? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
— The 
Public Utilities Commission voiced its 
opinion Wednesday that Atty. Gen 
William J. Brown may not get another 
chance to bring a complaint like he has 
in accusing Ohio Power Co. of over­ 
charging 
its customers 
some 
$45 
million. 
The staff report also showed some 
skepticism about that charge, agreeing 
in principle on only one allegation. 
The commission cited the newly 
created Ohio Consumer Counsel office, 
occupied by former PUCO attorney 
William A. Spratley, in relation to 
Brown's future as a representative of 
the public on utility questions. The 


commission 
said 
the 
new 
office 
"supercedes” Brown’s function as in 
the current case. 
Brown had charged that Ohio Power 
owed part of the repayment to its 
customers because the company had 
been unnecessarily using more ex­ 
pensive western, low sulfur coal. 
The commission 
staff disagreed, 
claiming that the coal bought by the 
company from mines it owns does cost 
more per ton but is less expensive in 
terms of heat produced per ton. 
The staff also pointed out that the 
company has been caught up in con­ 
siderable 
confusion 
about 
en­ 
vironmental 
regulations. 
The 
U.S. 


Environmental Protection Agency has 
proposed, and seen the proposal tied up 
in court, that sulfur dioxide emissions 
be cut back to a point where burning 
high sulfur Ohio coal would have been 
impossible. 
The PUCO staff reported thai Ohio 
Power made arrangements for the 
more expensive low sulfur coal because 
of the EPA proposal. 
"We ought to put out some rather

great lengths to avoid discussing the 
fact that they have, or have had, 
cancer. Through public education I 
think we can begin to take away this 
fear of cancer.” 
Pointing 
out 
that 
husband’s 
of 
mastectomy patients often have a 
harder time adjusting to the situation 
then do the cancer victims themselves, 
Mrs. Runnels commented, “ Usually 
the husband is emotionally upset; very 
concerned. Fortunately, I had a very 
understanding husband.” 
One of the purposes of Reach to 
Recovery is to distribute educational 
material concerning mastecomy to the 
family of the patient. 
Mrs. Runnels is adamant on the 
subject of self-breast examinations, 
which she said should be practiced at 
least once a month. Asked if she’d had a 
breast examination sometime during 
the year prior to the discovery of the 
tumor, she answered, “ Fraid not.” 
“ I didn’t find the lump until it was the 
size of a marble. Before I went into 
surgery the doctor told my daughter 
that the tumor had probably been there 
for four to six months. After the 
operation, I was informed that it had 
probably been there closer to a year.” 
Unable to know precisely what the 
consequences would have been if she, 
or a doctor, had discovered the lump 
sooner, 
the 
Reach 
for 
Recovery 
volunteer and the mother of two said, 
“ Maybe if I ’d caught it sooner I 
wouldn’t have lost my lymph glands. 
They could have performed a simple, 
rather than radical, mastectomy.” 
Her left arm is in good shape now 
despite the removal of the lymph and 
sweat glands. She can move it and lift 
with it, but said that she doesn’t quite 
have the strength that she had prior to 
the operation. 
Mrs. Runnels stresses expediency. 
The sooner one has a lump checked, the 
better. “ I want to encourage others not 
to have a fear of the disease. If it is 
caught in time the disease is many 
times curable. We must have faith in 
God and confidence in our doctors.” 
A charter member of the Hickory 
Lane Church of Christ, Mrs. Runnels, 
along with Ramona Miller, another 
cured cancer patient, attends group 
meetings with Dr. Byers Shaw and 
demonstrates 
breast 
examination 
methods. “ We’ve both been trained to 
do this,” she said. 
Remarking that she feels great, 
especially since she lost weight (she 
dropped 40 pounds during the past 


year), Mrs. Runnels said that she hopes 
she can be an inspiration to others. 
As is usually the case when one 
suffers through a period of adversity, 
some good has been derived from the 
experience. Mrs. Runnels said that 
both she, and her family, have grown 
spiritually as a result. “ All of this has 
strengthened my faith and my family’s 
faith.”

enough to know what the word “ can­ 
cer” means, let alone experience it. 
Eight-year-old Aleesa Park, who is a 
second 
grader 
at 
Jeffersonville 
Elementary 
School, 
developed 
a 
Wilm’s tumor during the first 40 weeks 
of her life. At the age of 10 months, she 
had a kidney and one-half removed. 
At the time of her operation, Aleesa’s 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Danny Park, of 
Jeffersonville, were informed by the 
doctors 
at 
Children's 
Hospital 
in 
Columbus that babies who have one 
kidney removed have about a 50-50 
chance of survival. Whereas, Aleesa’s 
chance of surviving was much less 
since she was going to be required to 
function on a half of a kidney. 
Mrs. Park said that she and her 
husband learned shortly after Aleesa’s 
operation that none of the babies, who 
had had the same type of surgery, had 
lived any 
longer than two years 
following the operation. 
But, Aleesa survived and now has, 
according to her mother, even more 
energy than her younger sister, Amy. 
Mrs. Park said that Aleesa hasn’t 
had any problems whatsoever since the 
operation seven years ago. And, if all 
goes well, this August will mark the 
last of Aleesa’s annual kidney x-rays. 
When Aleesa reached, and surpassed, 
the five year point which designated 
that she was cured, Mrs. Park said that 
she felt as if they’d reached some mark 
in their lives. “ We’re lucky to have her 
with us now.” 
Asked if Aleesa is aware that she is 
functioning on a half kidney, Mrs. Park 
said, “ Yes. I tried to expiain it all to 
her. She has her incision which we call 
her zipper. She’s had it for so long, it 
doesn’t seem any different to her.” 
Noting that her daughter had only 
started to walk six days prior to her 
operation and resumed this activity 
only three days after undergoing major 
surgery, Mrs. Park said that Wilm’s 
tumor is apparently common among 
young children. There were patients up 
there a lot younger than Aleesa.”

Hopefully, each year Fayette County 
has one person to represent it at the 
annual gathering of Ohio’s 
cured 
cancer patients. A cancer victim, who 
has gone five years without a reoc­ 
curence of the disease, qualifies as 
such. This year, Fayette County has 
two such representatives. 
Letha Runnels, 412 Eastern Ave., has 
actually been free of the disease for 
eight years, but since she and her 
husband have been spending winters in 
Florida, she didn’t become an official 
cured cancer patient until this year. 
Mrs. Runnels, who works as a home 
nurse aid for a retired school teacher, 
recalled the events leading up to her 
radical 
mastectomy 
in 
1969. 
“ I 
discovered the lump (in her left breast) 
in the shower. We were in Florida at the 
time and I wanted to come home but I 
didn’t want to spoil my husband’s 
vacation. So I waited for two weeks, 
and then my daughter called and said 
that she was going into the hospital. 
That was my outlet. I knew I was 
needed back here to take care of my 
grandchildren.” 
When Mrs. 
Runnels returned to 
Washington C.H. she wanted to see her 
family physician but he was out of 
town. “ I was under the impression that 
you had to go through your family 
doctor before going to see the surgeon. 
But,” she stressed this, “ I was wrong. 
I could have gone straight to the 
surgeon.” 
When 
Mrs. 
Runnels’ 
physician 
returned from his trip, he “ really gave 
me a going over for waiting until he got 
back” . She explained that a mere three 
days can make a difference when 
dealing with a tumor. 
She entered the hospital, a biopsy 
was performed and three days later she 
was informed of what she already 
knew. “ The doctor called and said that 
he had bad news. I expected it. I said, 
it’s malignant, isn’t it?” 
Explaining that her operation en­ 
tailed the removal of the lymph and 
sweat glands on the left side, as well as 


the removal of her left breast, Mrs. 
Runnels said, “ Various things passed 
through my mind at that time. I was 
worried that I would be deformed. 
There is fear in some women when they 
discover a lump. They are scared to 
death. I wasn’t scared.” She paused, 
then added, “ I didn’t like the idea, but I 
wasn’t scared. I guess I had a strong 
faith and a strong constitution.” 
It also passed through her mind that 
she might not make it. “ My first 
thought wasn’t that I was afraid to die, 
but that I would hate to leave my 
family.” 


Only 
days 
after 
the 
radical 
mastectomy had been performed, Mrs. 
Runnels underwent female surgery 
which is a precautionary measure 
usually taken after mastectomy since 
cancer may well spread to the uterus. 
Noting that she went through an ex­ 
tremely difficult stage of depression 
following the two operations and 20 
radiation treatments (“ It was just too 
much surgery” ), Mrs. Runnels finally 
got her “ head together” so to speak, 
and decided, “ To make up my mind 
that I could live with it and make the 
most of it and accept it as it was. I ’d 
always worked in factories and I 
decided that I must do something with 
my life. The whole ordeal changed my 
train of thought. That’s why you find 
me doing what I ’m doing (home nur­ 
sing) today. I find this kind of work 
very interesting and rewarding.” 


Working as a volunteer for “ Reach 
for Recovery” an organization whose 
members counsel, comfort and educate 
women 
who 
have 
undergone 
mastectomy surgery. Mrs. Runnels 
remarked, “ I go into the hospital and 
talk with the mastectomy patients. 
When I had the operation, there were 
no Reach for Recovery volunteers. I 
would have given anything if there had 
been.” 


Mrs. Runnels has found that most 
mastectomy patients “ have the desire 
to go on” , but once in awhile she comes 
across an individual who is very 
depressed, “ Some patients will go to

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - The state 
mental health and mental retardation 
programs 
are 
experiencing 
rapid 
progress in construction of community 
care programs, 
according 
to Dr. 
Timothy B. Moritz, director of the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation. 
Moritz said the department has 
completed or started 237 community 
projects in the last two years, costing 
$146.9 million, about 50 per cent funded 
by the state. 
The construction increase means 
37,611 patients are served in state- 
funded community facilities, more 
than twice the number of patients in­ 
volved in such programs two years ago. 


Without excellent cooperation from 
local business men and women, in­ 
structors from 
Laurel Oaks Joint 
Vocational School, as well as high 
school administrators and guidance 
counselors, the program could not have 
been arranged.

Lasorda’s Artful Dodgers ready 
to steal away Cincinnati title 


TAM PA, Fla. (A P ) — The Cincinnati Reds got their first peek Wednesday 
es out^ sirred with the ambition of a new manager dedicated 
to speed. 


After 28 years in the Dodger system during which 23 one-year contracts 
were issued to W alt Alston, impulsive Tom Lasorda thinks he can prevent 
National League history from being made. He would deny the Reds a third 
straight world championship. 
The only club within screaming distance of the Reds in the West last year, 
the Dodgers finished 10 games out. But, they were 20 out the year before. If 
their appetites continue to grow in gulps of 10, Lasorda’s Dodgers w ill cause 
commotion. 
“ We can steal as many bases as the Reds,” Lasorda said, perhaps 
forgetting first base, “ and we intend to do it.” 
The Dodgers lost by 66 thefts last summer, 210-144, and they were out- 
scored by 249. The Reds averaged about 5.3 runs in totaling 857. (Pete Rose, 
Jo e Morgan and Ken G riffey scored 354.) 
Lasorda has no illusions that the Dodgers w ill outhit the Reds. But he 
wants the top three in his batting order at least to approach Cincinnati’s trio 
by emulating Longfellow’s Arab and silently stealing away. 
“ W e’re not going to let catchers in this league relax. W e’re running a 
school for thieves this spring,” Lasorda said. 
Maury W ills, the coach and fox who revived the larceny game by proving 
Ty Cobb’s unassailable record was breakable as an L P , is the Fagin in 
charge of Lasorda’s Artful Dodgers. 
“ W e’re trying to extract every bit of knowledge Maury has, particularly 
with the top third of our order,” the manager said. 
Davey Lopes, the leadoff man, would seem to need least instruction. He 
led the league each of the past two seasons with 77 and 63, even though a rib 
injury limited his service lasf summer. 
Lasorda sees Lopes stealing 100 this time. He w ill be on his own and, in 
fact, expected to steal whenever second base is unoccupied. 
B ill Russell, up from eighth to second in the order on the strength of his 
.274 average, stole 15 bases and is expected by Lasorda to double that figure. 
Reggie Smith, No. 3, spent some of the season ailing. He finished at .253 
(with the Cardinals and Dodgers) with 18 homers and five steals. Lasorda is 


curing the outfielder. 
“ Reggie was hurt so much and still hit 18 homers. He can run, too, and he 
w ill. I think he could hit 30 homers, steal 30 bases, and drive in 100 runs. Our 
job w ill be keeping him and Lopes and Russell healthy. We can’t afford in­ 
juries,” Lasorda said. 
If the manager is kidding himself, which an observer might expect in 
comparing Lopes, Russell and Sm ith to Rose, Griffey, and Morgan, he is at 
least methodical in his madness. 
Rugs making rabbits for baseball, and spacious new parks built to ac­ 
commodate football have placed a premium on speed. Unfortunately for the 
spectator, all those throws to first by the pitcher wary of stealing won’t 
speed the old game any. 
“ W e’re working out pitchers hard at holding runners close,” Lasorda said, 
“ and we’re going to pressure defenses by having our own hitters always 
ready to take the extra base.” 
“ If we can rush the defense into mistakes, that’s one advantage. If we 
have their pitcher more concerned about our runner than our hitter, that’s 
another. I think we’ll see more fastballs because the pitcher is worried about 
the runner, and I think our hitters w ill have more holes because of the 
defense moving with the runners.” 
In the confusion, the m anager expects more runs through errors, walks, 
wild pitches, sacrifice flies and more R B I production for the rest of the order 
— Ron Cey, Steve Garvey, Rick Monday, Dusty Baker and the catcher, 
Steve Yeager or Johnny Oates. 
Lasorda says if Yeager could hit .275, he’d have to be paid by a Brinks 
truck. Yeager didn’t even hit .225 last year. 
Effusive and available, Lasorda already has offered a contrast in per­ 
sonality to the numbing brevity of Alston. 
To go with their belligerence on the basepaths, Lasorda said the Dodgers 
have gained balance with the arrival of Oates from the Phillies, Monday and 
reliever M ike Garm an from the Cubs. All he has to do now is prove it, and 
maybe he can endure as long as Alston. 
“ Listen,” Lasorda said, laughing, “ all I want to do is live 23 more years. 
I ’d be 72. If I knew I ’d been around as long as I have, I ’d have taken better 
care of m yself.”
